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PREPACE. 



The present work was not originally intended for publication in 
a separate form ; the several articles contained in it constituted the 
bibliographical portions of an ambitions work I commenced some 
five and twenty years since, which was designed to be 'An Ency- 
clopaedia of Therapeutics/ On it was bestowed the assiduous 
labour of the last ten years of my Indian service, but it has come to 
nought ; from circumstances into which it is needless to enter, it 
remains a mass of unfinished manuscript. 

Unwilling, however, that my labour should be entirely lost, I 
resolved to endeavour to rescue from oblivion the bibliographical 
portion, to which from the beginning special attention had been 
directed. By adopting this course I trust that I may render some 
assistance to future labourers in the field of therapeutic inquiry, 
and induce others to turn their attention to an interesting and much 
neglected branch of medical literature. 

It is not pretended that the articles as they are now presented to 
the reader are mere transcripts of the original drafts from my con- 
templated Encyclopaedia : far from it ; they were then comparatively 
limited and meagre, consisting only of works mentioned in M^rat 
and Be Lens' ' Dictionnaire Universe] de Mati^re M^dicale et de 
Th^rapeutique G^n^rale' (which was taken as the basis of my 
own operations) ; Watt's 'Bibliotheca Britannica/ Pritzel's 'The- 
saurus LiteratursB Botanicse;' and; Buprecht's ' Bibliotheca Medico- 
Chirurgica' (from 1847 ^^ ^858); these being the only biblio- 
graphical works to which I had access whilst in India. It was only 
after my return to England in 1863 that I became acquainted with 
the writings of Haller, Ploucquet, Engelmann, Gallisen, Zuchold, &c.> 
which supplied me with abundant additional material, and have 
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contributed to swell the work to its present rather formidable 
proportions. 

From these and other sources, enumerated hereafter, I have 
collected and brought together upwards of 10,000 works relating to 
therapeutics and articles of the Materia Medica. To these have been 
appended critical, historical, or practical notes, collected and original^ 
in about 2000 instances, thus adding greatly to the practical and 
permanent value of the work. Its utility will also, it is believed^ 
be further enlianced by the endeavour to point out the particular 
medical libraries in Great Britain where copies of the various 
works, especially the older and scarcer volumes, may be seen and 
consulted. 

This large mass of materials is divided into, and arranged under 
660 separate headings or articles. As in each case the works are 
arranged in chronological order, the reader has presented to him 
a concise literary history of each individual article. This, of course^ 
is frequently short, comprising only one or two books, but in others 
it is very extensive; for instance the article Cinchona (pp. 337- 
262), which presents a record of no less than ^^2 works with 83 
annotations. The bibliographies of mercury, opium, arsenic, iodine^ 
ansesthetics, &c., are also very extensive. 

I profess to deal solely with books or monographs ; but occasionally, 
when I have met, in a medical or scientific journal, with an article 
which evidences special merits or which has exercised an influence, 
favourable or otherwise, on any particular therapeutic agent, it has 
been admitted without scruple, though it never may have appeared 
in a separate form ; such however, must be regarded as exceptions. 

A few words are necessary to account for the omission of certain 
works of acknowledged therapeutical value which, it may be thought, 
should have found a place in the following pages. The books in 
question belong to one or other of the first two articles in Part I — 
General and Special Therapeutics. Under both these headings it was 
found necessary to restrict the selection, with one or two exceptions, 
to those works which ddddl professedly with therapeutics, in which, 
UL fact, the word ^^ therapeutics^' forms part of the title. 

With regard to the first heading, had no such line of demarca- 
tion been drawn, the list would have been so overcrowded with 
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fjstematic treatises on Materia Medica and Medical Botany^ with 
Dispensatories^ Herbals^ and other works of that class^ that the dis- 
tinctive character of the article as one on therapeutics would 
have become almost entirely obliterated. Several of the more im- 
portant of these, however, have found admission in the article 
*^ Medicines, their Properties and Uses/' 

' If this line of demarcation was found necessary under the first 
heading, still more so was it in the second, viz. that dealing with 
Special Therapeutics. Had only the works bearing on their titles the 
synonyms of therapeutics (take only two, e.g. ^'methodus medendi'' 
of former ages and " treatment^' of later days) been admitted, it 
would have opened the list to almost every treatise on practical 
medicine which has issued from the press during the last three 
hundred years. It confessedly seems anomalous that in an article 
dealing with special therapeutics, such works as Fuller on Bheu- 
matism, Salter on Asthma, and Pavy on Diabetes, all of which are 
replete with therapeutic instruction, should be omitted, whilst 
other works of vastly inferior merit are admitted, for the simple 
reason that the former have not, and the latter have, the word 
*' therapeutics'* on the title-pages of the respective works. Several 
attempts were made to remedy this state of things, but on each 
occasion I found myself in such a labyrinth of doubt and difficulty 
that I was only too happy to return for safety behind my old shelter, 
the word " therapeutics." 

In dealing with the minor articles of the Materia Medica some 
difficulty was experienced in deciding upon those which should, 
and those which should not, find a place in this work. Some, it is 
felt, have been admitted which for all practical purposes might per- 
haps have been as well left out, and on the other hand, some few 
it is feared, have been omitted which should not have been so. 
Amongst those purposely omitted are certain antiquated and obso- 
lete remedies as Bezoar, Crab's eyes {I/opilli cancrorum), the Mille- 
pede {Oniscus), the Earth-worm (Lumbricus terresiris), ^gropila, 
Mithridate, Theriaca Andromachi, and Usnea sen Muscus cranii 
humani, all of which have been made the subjects of treatises by 
old writers ; those on Theriaca alone number upwards of thirty. 
Feeling that no possible good could be attained by introducing 
these and others of the same class they have been omitted, without, 
it is hoped, any detriment to the value of the work. 
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It would be affectation to deny the gratification the New Sydenham: 
Society has afforded me in undertaking the publication of this work, 
thus ensuring it a circulation it never could otherwise possibly have 
had. The second and concluding volume^ the printing of which has 
already commenced and which will be completed with as little delay 
as possible^ will be found to constitute^ in some points^ a key to the 
present one^ since it will contain full Indices of Contents and other 
matters which are indispensable towards the formation of a just and 
rightful estimate of the value of the work as a whole. 

My best thanks are due to my brother, George Waring, M-A.^ 
of Oxford; to my friend Mr. John Allan Broun, E.B.S., and his 
family ; and last, but not least, to Mr. B. B. Wheatley, the able 
Biesident Librarian of the Boyal Medical and Chirurgical Society, all 
of whom have rendered me most valuable assistance in revising the 
sheets as they passed through the press — a task of no small 
magnitude, considering the polyglot character of the work. My best 
thanks are also due to Dr. Norman Chevers, whom I have frequently 
had occasion to consult, and always with advantage.

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"^ During the last half century only two works treating specially 
x)f medical bibliography have issued from the British press^ namely^ 
Atkinson's ' Medical Bibliography/ published in 1834^ and Forbes's 
* Manual of Select Medical Bibliography/ which appeared in the 
following year. The former is very incomplete, extending only to 
the end of letter B in the list of authors' names, and the latter^ 
though excellent as far as it goes, is in the very course of things, 
after a lapse of above forty years, very inadequate to meet the 
Tequirements of the student of the present day. 

From this statement, however, it must not be inferred that the 
subject, during that long interval, has been wholly neglected 
in this country. Appended to several medical treatises, e.g. 
Jfeal on * Ergot ' (1828) ; Thompson on 'Phosphorus' (1874) ; 
Chatto on ' Diphtheria ' (1859) > Churchill's * Operative Midwifery ' 
(1841) ; Pereira's 'Materia Medica and Therapeutics' (1857), 
&c., are bibliographies more or less extensive, whilst those concluding 
the various articles in Copland's great dictionary of 'Practical 
Medicine' (1844-1858) would, if collected and issued in a separate 
form, constitute a volume of very high bibliographical importance. 

Much more might have been accomplished in the promotion of 
medical bibliography had the ruling powers of our medical libraries 
issued an "Index of Subjects," or "Classified Arrangement of 
Contents/' to their respective catalogues, after the excellent example 
set by the Boyal College of Surgeons of England, the Boyal 
Medical and Chirurgical Society of London, and the Medical Society 
of Edinburgh. The resxdts in each of these instances have been so 
^satisfactory as to enhance the feeling of regret that the same 
laudable plan has not been followed in all other cases. It may be 
added that the Royal Medical and Chirurgical Society has in the 
^ress at the present time a revised catalogue of their extensive library. 
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which promises^ when completed^ to be a valuable aid to future 
bibliographers. No library catalogue should be considered complete 
without an index of subjects. 

A complete system of medical bibliography in all its branches ia 
very desirable, and would be invaluable to the student ; but the 
undertaking would be of such 'gigantic dimensions that no indi- 
vidual could hope, single-handed^ to be able to accomplish it in his 
lifetime. Such a work could only be produced by the combined efforts 
of several medical lUt&rateurs, each taking a separate portion or 
divison of the subject, but all guided by the same principles of 
action, so as to produce one harmonious whole. A step in this 
direction seems to have been taken in America, if we may judge 
from the first fasciculus of a work entitled * Catalogue of the Na- 
tional Medical Library,' under the direction of the Surgeon-General 
of the United States Army, compiled by John S. Billings, M.D.^ 
issued in 1876. 

In recording the titles of the various books in the following 
pages the constant endeavour has been to give them so fully as to 
indicate succinctly, yet clearly, the scope and character of the 
contents, without over-burdening them with superfluous details. 
Some titles are so lengthy and complex that to have given them in 
extenso would have been to occupy a vast amount of space without 
any commensurate advantage : of these only abridgments have been 
given. On the other hand, the titles of some books, especially 
foreign ones, have reached me in so abbreviated a form that it is 
feared occasionally they are imperfectly or insufficiently described. 
Still I have done the best I could with the materials at hand. 

An asterisk * is employed to denote Inaugural Dissertations, 
Academical Theses, and other works of that class ; these, as will be 
seen, constitute a large proportion of the books in each heading,, 
especially of those on individual articles of the Materia Medica. It is 
customary to think and speak disparagingly of this class of books, 
but from an examination of a considerable number of them I am 
convinced that their value, in a large number of instances, has been 
greatly underrated. I allude to those only which treat of articles 
of the Materia Medica to which class my knowledge is chiefly con- 
fined, and many of these evidence much laborious research as well as 
original investigation on the part of the authors. Any one who will 
take the trouble of looking through the collection of old Inaugural 
Dissertations brought together by Schlegel in his 'Thesaurus 
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MaterueMedicse * (Leipzig, 3 vols. 8vo, 1793) will, I think, coincide 
in the opinion I have just expressed. In recent times many of the 
theses emanating from the French, German, and other foreign 
universities are deservedly held in high esteem for their scientific 
and practical value. The titles alone of many of the old Pftris 
theses are of importance, as serving to fix the dates at which 
certain drugs or modes of treatment were introduced, or were in 
general use. 

There is one point in connection with the German inaugural dis- 
sertations, of the last century especially, which requires a few brief 
observations. It is the confusion which hangs over the parts which 
the " Praeses,*' *' Bespondens,'' and *' Sespondens-Auctor,'' respec- 
tively took in their production. Some of the highest bibliographical 
authorities, as Haller, Pritzel, and Dryander, place all these disser- 
tations under the name of 'Hhe Prseses,'^ often ignoring altogether the 
name of the ^'Bespondens.^' Feeling it to be an open question how 
far this is just, or even correct, I have endeavoured to steer a middle 
course. Every dissertation by a '' Bespondens-Auctor '* has been 
regarded as belonging rightfully to him, as the author, and as such 
his name has been inserted first ; that of the '' Prceses '' occupying a 
secondary position. The same course has been followed in some other 
cases, where from an examination of the treatise or other circum- 
stances there has been reason to conclude that the ''Bespondens^ was 
the author, though he may not have appended the affix of '' Auctor ^ 
to that of '' Bespondens.'' In all others no attempt has been made 
to alter a pre-existing arrangement, though I do not feel satisfied 
of its correctness. If wrong, however, I have the consolation 
of feeling that I am erring in good company. 

Beprints constitute another class of literature which has been a 
source of much trouble to me, and they promise to be a source of 
stiU greater trouble to future bibliographers, through the now 
general practice of authors having extra copies of their contribu- 
tions to periodical literature struck ofi*, and sending them to the 
various medical societies and libraries, in whose catalogues they are 
^quently inserted as if they were separately printed monographs. 
The most feasible plan for checking this growing evil would be 
for librarians to agree not to insert a reprint in their catalogues 
unless it is furnished with a regular title page mentioning the date 
and pkce of pubKcation, together with a statement as to the name 
and date of the periodical in which it originally appeared. Beprinta 
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should farther be denoted in catalogues by a sign in the same 
way as inaugural dissertations. 

The attempt to point out the libraries of Great Britain which 
possess copies of the works mentioned in the following pages has 
entailed considerable labour^ for in the case of those catalogues 
which have no index of subjects I have had to construct one for 
myself so far as works relating to the subject in hand are concerned. 
The labour will, it is thought, be amply repaid by the additional useful- 
ness which the information thus gained will impart to this work. The 
catalogues examined for this purpose are those of the Boyal College 
of Physicians of London, Eoyal College of Surgeons of England, 
Boyal Medical and Chirurgical Society, Linnean Society, Medical So- 
ciety of London, Pharmaceutical Society of Great Britain, Sir Joseph 
Banks' Library (now in the British Museum), University of Edin- 
burgh, Boyal College of Physicians of Edinburgh, Medical Society 
cf Edinburgh, Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons of Glasgow, 
Manchester Medical Society, and the Badclifie Library, Oxford. 
Occasional references are also made to the catalogue of the library of 
the late Dr. Boy, of the Hague, mentioned below, in consequence 
of its containing many rare early German and Dutch works, of 
which no notice occurs in other catalogues. Although it may be 
taken for granted that where a work is specified as being in a 
certain library it is to be found there, it must not be inferred that 
because it is not so specified it is necessarily absent, for it must be 
remembered libraries are progressive whilst catalogues are stationary. 
Many of the latter consulted by me were issued several years since, 
and during the interval large additions of old as well as of modern 
works have probably been made to the library of which no mention 
occurs in the catalogue. The only catalogue brought fully up to 
•date is that of the Boyal Medical and Chirurgical Society ; this 
has been of material service to me. 

In the collection of the critical and other annotations appended 
to the various works, most of the British medical reviews and 
journals for the last hundred years have been laid under contribu- 
tion, from the first volume of ^ Duncan's Medical Commentaries ' in 
1774 to the last number of the ^Practitioner' in 1875. In the 
preparation of this portion of the work, which I regard as very 
important, I have consulted more or less complete sets of the 
' British and Foreign Medical Beview ' (1836 — 1847), 'Johnson's 
Medico-Chirurgical Beview ' (1816 — 1851), ' British and Foreign 
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Medico-Chirorgical Review' (1848 — 1876), ^Edinburgh Medical 
and Sargical Journal' (1805 — 1855); ^^^ ^^ continuation^ the 
^Edinburgh Medical Journal' (1855— 1876), ^Dublin Journal of 
Medical and Chemical Science' (1832 — 1845), ^l^ublin Quarterly 
Medical Journal' (1845 — 1876), 'American Journal of Medical 
Science' (1828— 1876), 'The Practitioner' (1868—1876), 
'^Glasgow Medical Journal,' 'London Medical Gazette/ 'London 
Medical Times/ ' Medical Times and Gazette,' ' Lancet/ ' British 
Medical Journal,' ' London Medical Record,' cum muUu aliU. 

In most cases the extracts are given verbatim, but occasionally 
when the reviews are very lengthy or verbose, the sense rather than 
the very words has been given ; but the student can in every instance 
verify their correctness by referring to the original, the volume 
and page being in all cases carefully cited. Copious extracts with 
reference to the older class of books have been made from nailer's 
'Bibliotheca Medicinss Practicse' and his 'Bibliotheca Botanica/ 
and it has been deemed advisable to give these in Bailer's own Latin 
words rather than in English, as it was thought they might lose 
much of their force and pithiness by translation ; many of them, 
however, appear in an abridged form. Whenever an annotation 
occurs without a reference attached to it, the inference to be drawn 
is that the said annotation is original, drawn from/ny own knowledge, 
or from a personal examination of the work in question.

Thig is the last and best edition of Cnllen's Lectures on Materia Medica. 
The first edition (London, 1773, 4to) was published withoat the anthor^s 
consent, bat was repxinted with his permission in 1773 {AJUihone), In his 
preface to this edition Collen states that, finding it impossible to correct all 
the mistakes in the former issues, he has been induced to re-write it to such 
an extent that it must be regarded as an almost entirely new work. It has 
been translated into Fren<£ (Paris, 1787), Qerman (Leipzig, 1790), and 
Spanish ^adrid, 1792). 

To omit the name of Cnllen in a work purporting to be a biUiographieal 
history of therapeutics, even although in so doing we infringe the general 
rule of excluding works which profess to treat only on materia medica, 
would be a mistake as well as an act of ingratitude ; for to him is due, in 
Great Britain at any rate, the honour of having been one of the first 
writers, if not the very first, who rescued therapeutics from the domain of a 
blind empiricism, and placed it on something like a scientific basis. He 
may, indeed, be regarded as the fiither of the modern science of therapeu- 
tics. It is true that, looking at this work in the light which we now in 
1877 possess, the information conveyed often seems very meagre and imper- 
fect ; but it is impossible to peruse it and compare it with the works of 
CuUen's immediate predecessors or of contemporary writers without being 
forcibly struck by its immense superiority and by tiie comprehensive philo- 
sophical manner in which the subject is treated.

Few 
modem works on therapeutics, as far as my experience goes, contain so 
many dog^matic and unsupported assertions — e.g, p. no- 11 2, where cocculua 
indicus is lauded as an internal remedy in vomiting, dyspepsia, disordered 
menstruation, leucorrhoea and chlorosis. The author speaks positively of its 
value in these cases, but he gives no authorities for his statements, neither 
does he say that they are the results of his own experience; though he adds, 
under the heading of " Preparations and Dose," ** I personally employ an ex* 
tremely strong tincture of cocculus indicus, made specially by Savoxy and 
Hoore, dose 1 to 8 minims " ! A wide range for " an extremely strong (anc- 
ture " (of unknown proportions). without any directions as to the repetition 
of the dose, &c« One more example out of many of the same class, p. 161— 
" In hysteria, attended by depression of spirito and constant weeping, it 
(the syrup of violets) is also g^ood " ! The progress of therapeutic truUi is 
impeded rather than promoted by loose, unsupported statements like these^ 
however dogmatically they may be placed before the reader.
